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KNESSET PASS NEW HOPE FOR MOROCCAN JEWS 


NEW BILLS

7 JERUSALEM, Thursday 

Two highly controversial measures 
were approved by the Knesset this 
morning after an all-night sitting. They 
were the Bill to. conscript religious 
women for national service. as an 
alternative to military” service. which 
was passed by 57 votes to 15. with five 
abstentions, and the Marriages and 
Divorces Bill, which: was. passed by a 
large. majority, the only. dissentients 
being Mapam, the Communists, and 
Dr. Sneh’s group. 

The National Service Bill for Women 
was supported by all the parties in 
the Coaluion Government-—-Mapai, 
General Zionists, the Progressives, Miz- 
rachi, and Hapoel Hamizrachr.  Cherut, 
the Communists, Aguda, Poale Aguda. 
and the Sneh group opposed the measure. 
while five Mapam members absiained from 
voting 
“Ttis doubiful whether the passage of the 
Bill will end the fierce. controversy which 
has raged round the conscripuion issue for 
the past four years. Only about two-thirds 
of: Knesset Members were present. when 
the. vote was. taken, and considerably 
tewer bothered to listen to the debate. 


Conflicting Instructions 


Mizrachi. and. Hapoel Hamizrachi 
Members had previously. been thrown into 
confusion by conflicting instructions. from 
the. Rabbinate. -Mr.. Moshe Shapiro, 
speaking during the debate on behalf of 
the religious parties, ‘said they were 
supporting the Bill after consultation with 
the Chief Rabbi because they: were. satts- 
fied that there was no danger that: the 
Bill would infringe religious principles, 
since. - contained: certain’ safeguards.

SALARY INCREASE FOR 
CATTLE SHOCHETIM

The maximum. salaries: of cattie 
shochetim employed by the London 


Shechita Board have’ been. increased 
to £20 16s: per week, This follows 


an agreement. between the Board and 
the Agudas Hashochtim V’Hashom- 
rim (Cattle Section). 

The four main points of the .agrec- 
ment, are. | am informed. as follows: 

(1) As from June 1.19583. the salaries 
of the cattle shochetim shall be £20 16s. 
per week maximum, and of the cattle 
shomerim. £17 7s. per week maximum. 
iThe . previous basic salary - of the 
Shochetim. was. 
cattle shomerim, £15 7s, 6d 

2) These increases shall be ‘operative 
only during the period of rationing. and 
on derationing the whole position shail 
he reviewed. 

(3) Extra payment for the slaughter of 
more than 25 beasts: per day shall cease 
forthwith. and the staff shall be required 
to. Slaughter more than 25 beasts per 
day whenever it may be deemed 
necessary. 

(4) The notices of dismissal shall be 
withdrawn.

Wednesday, that despite past 
history. there owas. evidently -no 
antipathy nor even indifference on the 
part of Jews towards Christianity. and 
its sacred memorials, just as Christians 
did) not. harbour any such’ feelings 
towards Jews... The Christian. Holy 
Places in Israel were in safe keeping. 
he declared. 

The banquet was attended by Cabinet 
Ministers and Church dignitanes, as well 
as representatives of Jewish organrsations. 

Speaking with emotion about his visit 
to Israel, Dr. Malan said that the Land 
of Israel belonged to the Jewish: people. 
deeper sense. the land also belonged 
to the whole human race. .What was 
happening in-Israel-was of great srgnifi- 
cance to. Western civilisation. Israel 
they were witnessing the resurrection of 
the dead, 

After. expressing. appreciation. of. the 
hospitaliy he had teceived from. Israch 
leaders. Dr. Malan said that the rise of 
Ziomsm was one of the most important 
events in modern history. and the effects 


of the-establishment-of Israel were’ most 
profound. He paid tribute to Israeh 
achievements and referred to the brave 
attempt to conselidate the widely differ- 


ent elements in-one ‘nation, although the

Thirteen young people convicted o} 
belonging. to a terrorist. bomb-for- 
hire” gang were this. week sentenced 
to prison terms ranging from 12-veurs 
to one year by a military court at 
Sarafand. Only one’ of the accused 
was found not guilty. One. of the 
leaders of the movement who escaped 
from. prison last month was convicted 
in his absence. Most of the accused 
were said to been former members of 
the Stern Group. ;

RECENT FINDS NEAR 
DEAD SEA 


More Hebrew Treasures 
Unearthed 


From a Correspondent 


The discovery by Beduin of “— 
Hebrew Scrolls near the Dead Sea 
1947 has proved of the greatest inoee- 
tance, both for the history of Judaism 
and for the study of the Bible text, 
since the Scrolls are 600 to 1,000 years 
older than the earliest: manuscripts of 
the Bible that had hitherto been 
known. 

The Scrolis have not yet all been 
published, and no agreement has been 
reached. among scholars as to their 
date, but already new finds in the 
Dead Sea region have put the first 
few Scrolls in the shade. 

Mr. Lankester Harding, the director of 
the Jordan Service of Antiquities, 
reported on these. to the Palestine 
Exploration Fund last month. He gave 
a graphic description of the principal 
difficulty facing the experts who work 
there: the Beduin, spurred on by the 
high prices they obtained for the earher 
discoveries, now spend all. their. time 
manuscript hunting. In that wild region 
i is out of the question to keep a check 
on their movements, with the result that 
they have managed to clear out whole 
caves (of. course inexpertly and = with 
much damage to the scrolls) before the 
police arnved on the scene. “The service 
is now appealing for money. from. this 
country in order to buy the scrolls from 
the Beduin. | 


Khirbet Qumran Ruin 


The principal new finds have 
made in- caves ‘in.the vicinity~of a ruin 
called Khirbet Qumran, quite close to the 
place where the first eight scrolls had 
heen hidden. The ruin. itself. has been 
excavated and proved to have served as 
the dwellings of a community, It contains 
two ritual baths. and other features which 
make if probable thai here was the centre 
of the sect of whose sacred literature: the 
scrolls formed part 

A large cemetery neat -by contains. the 
remains of hundreds of men and women, 
buried in a very simple manner: and with- 
out inscripuons,  Over-foriy. caves in. the 
nerghbourhood: have produced manu- 
scripts, tetillin, mezzuzot..

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POLITICAL REALISM 


RECENT events, moving with remarkable 
rapidity, have focused attention On ‘certain 
Moslem countries in which everyone con- 
cerned. with Middle East developments iS 
hound to be interested In both Morocco and 
Persia the wheel of fortune has turned. so 
swiftly that it is not yet possrble to be sure 
that it has come to rest. [he French have 
acted with great determination in deposing 
the SULTAN. and replacing him by a leader 
who is likely to. be more amenable to their 
wishes. The nationalists who supported Sip! 
MOHAMMPD BEN YOUSSEF appear to have 
been overwhelmed by the suddenness of the 
French action: and, (notwithstanding the 
p omy protests of Arab League leaders, have 

net yet succeeded in organising any effective 
resistance. Clearly the French authorities and 
their ally, the PASHA OF MARRAKESH, who has 
gained enormously in power as a result of the 


coup. will have to maintain the impetus of | 


their action by introducing their “important 
reforms” if they are to keep the opposition 
under control. The present indications seem 
to be favourable, and if the gains are con- 
solidated the -French. will have struck a 
formidable blow at the rickety edifice of Arab 
chauvinism. which, unfortunately, owes so 
much to British encouragement, .and which 
has had such a baleful influence in the Middle 
Fast ever since the last war. If the new régime 
can establish. itself firmly in power it will 
bring fresh hope to-all friends of France, 
mchiding the Jewish communities, through- 
out North 

In Persia. too, the new régime of General 
ZAHEDI, Which brought back the SHAH from 
his temporary exile, will have to work. hard 


Hit is to consolidate its position before the 
opposition rallies its forces: The Persians are 


not noted for admimstrative efficiency, and 
the problems which face the PRIME: MINISTER 
and the SHAH might well daunt the most able 
government. Time will show whether: they

It is thus encouraging to find a realistic 
approach in an unexpected quarter. In the 
current issue of the ARAB WorLD, Major- 
General Sir Epwarp Spears, the Chairman 
of the Anglo-Arab Association and one of 
the most outspoken anti-Zionists in this 
country, has brought himself to declare 
“for it cannot be otherwise, that Israel 
has come to stay.” It has been a long and 
possibly painful journey for General SPEARS 
to make, but we congratulate him on having 
arrived at this goal. He wields considerable 
influence among Arab. leaders and among 
Arabophiles in this country, and having 
reached this conclusion he would do well 
to disseminate his view, for it can only be 
by the acceptance of realism such as this that 
true progress can come to the Moslem States 
and to the Middle East as a whole. 


SUMMER SCHOOLS 
AT this season of the year. when the com- 
mittee tables are deserted and the classrooms 
are empty, a Jess familiar aspect of com- 
munal activity comes into brief prominence. 
As our news columns show. summer schools 
maintain their appeal. In some of them 


there is a tug-of-war between the two aspects 


“summer” and “school.” and this often 
results in a victory for the former. . While 
the advantages that accrue from such holiday 
gatherings are not to be scorned, the public 


interest is affected more obviously by those. 


in which the educational motif is predomi- 
nant, especially in view of the desperate need 
to. supplement. the ‘elementary religious 
Instruction received by most Jewish children. 
The most intensive course is that to be 
found in the Hebrew Seminar held at Oxford 


this month under the auspices of the Depart- 


ment of Education and Culture in. the 
Diaspora of the Jewish Agency. Lecturers 
from Israel and the United States, as well as 
from this country, contributed to the pro- 
gramme, and the provenance of. the student 
body.was equally cosmopolitan. 


If only for language reasons, a Seminar 


such as this cannot-—regrettably enough—_ 


have a wide appeal in our community. On 
a more easily attainable level, and the more 
meritorious because it 1s organised without 
professional assistance or outside financial 
backing, stands the annual summer school 
of the Inter-University Jewish Federation. 
This particular institution dates back to 1920, 
and, though it has passed through intellectual 
slumps, it has never lost its hold on. the 
student population. It is benefiting, too, 
from a junior institution—the summer 
school of the Jewish Youth Study Groups, 
which, established during the recent war, 
caters for the senior pupils of the grammar 
schools. The value of this. movement 
becomes strikingly evident when their alumni 
are found providing university groups with 
a core of ardent seekers after Jewish know- 
ledge. This was one of the distinguishing 
features of the. latest: 1U.J.F.. Summer 
School. Another was ‘the freedom with 
which diverse viewpoints were discussed. 
The life of the School was informed by a 
voluntary adherence to traditional Jewish 
observances: among the lecturers the 
ministries of the Orthodox, Reform, and 
Liberal Synagogues were represented, and 
from the clash of opinions there followed 
none of the disastrous results. which some 
ecclesiastical leaders are prone to advance as 
a reason for discouraging the free interplay 


of ideas. Without overlooking the bodies 


which cater for those who do not come 
under the ewgis of the I.U.J-F., we feel that 
the summer school is an institution the range 
and influence of which could usefully be 
extended. It is a field to which the estab- 
lished youth and education bodies should 
certainly turn their attention. 


THE FAR WEST 


WHILE the spiritual centre of world Jewry 
ever remains in what is nowadays generally 
termed the Middle East, the Diaspora con- 
tinually spreads to all points of the compass 
and not least to the Far West. Of recent 
years, Los Angeles in Southern California 
has become established as the home of the 
third largest Jewish community in the United 
States. Since its first occupation by English- 
speaking people, just over a century ago, its 
Jewish residents have contributed greatly to 
the remarkable progress of this city. In 
I8S1, when the small terntory of Los 
Angeles received its charter from the United 


States. it already contained a handful of 
Jews. The first recognised Jewish religious 
services were held during the High Festivals 
of 1854, and the first permanent congre- 
gation was established in 1862. The growth 
of the city and of its Jewish. community 
since those early days of the covered wagon 
and the golden west has been phenomenal. 
Not only did the settlers come direct from 
overseas, but the equable climate attracted 
great numbers from the congested eastern 
cities of the United States. In more recent 
times, the tremendous progress of the cinema 
industry in Hollywood has brought ever 
increasing fame and fortune to this favoured 
city. Jews have contributed their full quota 
of names to the list of film magnates and 
film stars of international renown. Yet it 1s 
noteworthy that, together with this modern- 
istic contribution to the contemporary world, 
Los Angeles Jewry is equally determined to 
preserve the traditional values of Judaism. 
It is reported that more than 500 West Coast 
Students are expected to enrol at the Los 
Angeles University of Judaism for. the 
coming academic year. This university, a 
branch of the Jewish Theological Seminary 
of America, was founded six years ago to 
train teachers for service in the field of 
Jewish education and to offer. courses to 
adults. As the only centre of higher Jewish 
learning west of Chicago, it has now become 
an important link in the world-wide diffusion 
of Judaism. 


THE JEWISH TRAVELLER 


AT a ceremony last week on board the 
s.s. United States, sacred Jewish ornaments 
rescued from. the Nazis were presented for 
use in the synagogue of the world’s fastest 
passenger liner. The ceremony, a picture of 
which appears on another page. provokes 
two thoughts on the observance of Judaism 
on the high seas. The first and pleasanter 
consideration is that one. more floating syna- 
gogue has been provided by a shipping line 
that has shown. itself anxious for. the 
spiritual welfare of Jewish travellers and has 
followed in the wake of the Cunard Line— 
whose initiation of ship synagogues, we are 
proud to recall, was due to the enterprise of 
our contributor, “Green Flag,” in 1936, 
when the Queen Mary was being built. 


-A- less happy thought ‘occurs when one 
-jooks. at. the condition of ‘kashrut on 


liners to-day and notes the changes that 
have occurred in recent years. The kasher 
kitchen of the Queen Mary used to be con- 
trolled by a shomer authorised by the 
London Beth Din: and the great liners of 
France and other: countries strictly 
supervised arrangements for kasher food. 
Though such food 1s served to-day on 
request, the supervision has ceased. And— 
here is the point-—the alteration 1s due not to 
any change of policy on the part of the 
shipping companies, but to a slackening in 
the demand for this facility by Jewish 
travellers. 


UNITY IN) DIVERSITY 

A WRITER in a Sunday newspaper was, 
perhaps rather naively, surprised last week 
to discover the existence of sectarianism 
among Moslems and even among the 
numerically insignificant Plymouth Brethren. 
Certain Moslems, he records, close the doors 
of their mosques to brother-Moslems with 
differing views, and minority sects in 
Pakistan are discriminated against if not 
actually persecuted ; while the “ exclusive 
Plymouth Brethren forbid their members to 
marry an “open” Plymouth Brother. It is 
difficult not to feel a perhaps unworthy satis- 
faction at the knowledge that one’s own 
weaknesses or failings are shared by others, 
and Jewish sectarians—of whom there are 
not a few-—may be gratified to learn that 
they have no monopoly of exclusiveness. It 
would be easy, if perhaps dangerous, to 
draw certain analogies with the members of 
our own community, and to define some 
sections aS “exclusive or “open” Jews— 
not omitting the ban on intermarriage. 
Certainly there is no overt persecution of 
Jew by Jew ; but before laying the flattering 
unction to our souls it is as well to reflect 
that in recent history Jew has been in no 
position to persecute Jew. Now that a Jewish 
State is in being, with civil as well as reli- 
gious jurisdiction, it should perhaps be 
recalled that in Israel to-day there are 
“exclusive > and “ open” Jews, and recent 
events have shown that their differences 
have sometimes come near to severing the 
bond that unites them. It is profoundly to 
be hoped that we shall never become either 
so “exclusive” or so “open” as to forget 
our common Jewish heritage.

part of the political thinking between 
the two wars, and has come to fulfil- 
ment only in the last years since the 
Council of Europe owas: established. 
lhe man who has transformed it from 


a dream. to a book. from a book 
a movement, from a-mevement 
to a. political. achievement,. the 
subject of this autobiography, Count 
Coudenhove-Kalergi, 

All the circumstances of his life 


destined him for the creative rdle. Son 
of a diplomat of the old Austro- 
Hungarian Empire who had ties with 
the international. aristocracy, and 
Czech and Greek forebears, and of a 
Japanese mother, he was born: in 
Tokyo, and brought up in a Czech 
castle and at the University of Vienna. 
He early. mixed with princes and 
presidents, So he ‘was the. native 
cosmopolitan. 

In 1923 the idea came to him that 
the only way by which Europe could 
be saved was a European union. ~ For 
30 years he has lived with that idea 
and for it. There 1s «a remarkable 


parallel between his movement and 
Zionism. He remarks himself that, 
when he failed to. get President 


Masaryk to take action in favour. of 
Pan-Europa, he thought of Herzl. who 
after his failure to get the. ear: of 
Baron Hirsch, turned to the people. 


-He too would appeal from the Presi- 
dent to the public: and he too called — 


an international congress. 
Jewish Supporters 


Jews were prominent among 
earliest supporters, Max Warburg gave 
him the first important financial assis- 
tance. and the violinist Huberman, the 
creator of the © Israel Symphony 
Orchestra,. canvassed the cause of 
Pan-Europa by. lectures and writings 
wherever his journeys took him. The 
Jewish question engaged his study. 
From his student days in Vienna he 
recognised that antisemitism. was. a 
poison which threatened the liberal! 
movement. His father had written.a 
book about it which he edited, and 
he followed that up by a second book, 
“Combating Antisemitism.” He 
believed that the Pan-Europa idea 
would be an. antidote to national- 
socialism. 

The book is a success story, and it 
suffers a little from. that quality. The 
chapters record meetings with the 
great, brilliant, and distinguished 
people who pass across the scene like 
supers on a Stage. Long extracts from 


the addresses and manifestos of. the 
author are a little wearisome so long 


after the event. -We could: wish for 
more criticism or self-criticism. The 
last part of the record particularly is 
all roses and bouquets. Everything has 
gone right since Winston Churchill 
espoused the cause in 1946. It is,a 
story of faith and pertinacity. intelli- 
gence and resourcefulness, which have 
had a rich reward.

from prose writings most 
‘modern, and some classical, litera- 
tures. Rhyme and metre. are 


replaced by the constant resort to 
parallelism, either synonymous (by 
repeating the same idea in simila! 


phrases) or antithetic (by juxta- 
posing contrasting phrases). — A less 


obvious, but very frequent literary 
device is to use One or more identi- 
cal. consonants several times in 
close succession. Such alliterations. 
which can produce very impressive 
sound effects, occur with particular 
frequency in the books of the 
Prophets, Psalms, and Proverbs, but 
they are also to be found quite 
often in almost any other part of 
Hebrew Scriptures.

BOOK- BURNING IN 


By M. 


HE news that, at the instiga- 
tion of Senator McCarthy, 
numbers of books are being 

arbitrarily removed from American 
information centres and libraries, 
and, in some cases, consigned to the 
flames, calls to mind not only the 
burning of Jewish literature at 
the behest of the Nazis in 1933, but 
also the destruction over the cen- 
turies to which Jewish books were 
subjected, along with the martyr- 
dom of those who possessed them. 
The earliest recorded instance ol 
book-burning in Jewish history took 
place about 603 B.c.£., in the reign 
of Jehoiakim, King of Judah, who cast 
a scroll of Jeremiah’s prophecies into 
the fire (Jer. xxxvi, 23).. Condemning 
this act of. vandalism, the prophet 
foretold that “ He [the King] shall have 
none to sit upon the throne of David ; 
and his dead body shall be cast out 
in the day to the heat, and inthe 
night to the frost’ (ibid. xxxvi, 30). 
Writing nearly 1.800. years later, 
Maimonides denied a share in the 
world to come to anyone “ committing 
sins with a high hand like Jehoiakim © 
(Yad. Hilkhot T’shuvah iii, 17). 
The destruction of the First Temple. 
in 586 Bc.E. undoubtedly meant that 
priceless literary treasures were com- 
mitted to the flames : but at least the 
Babylonians could not be accused of 
deliberately setting fire to Jewish 
scrolls. During the religious persecu- 
tion which Antiochus IV inflicted on 
the Jews in 168-165 B.c_e., 
the Greeks and their pro-Hellenic 
Jewish abettors “rent. in pieces the

S8a), and 
the same fate befell R. Haninah ben 
feradion—one of the ten martyrs who 
defied the Roman decrees during the

The knowledge that his beloved 
Torah was enduring martyrdom with 
him enabled R. Haninah to preserve 
a dignity of bearing which astonished 
even the executioner, who = subse- 
quently threw himself into the very 
flames he had kindled. In his agony 
R. Haninah exclaimed: “ The parch- 
ments are being burnt, but the letters 
are soaring on high” (ibid.). This 
faith in the immortality of the spirit

What might be called the 
classical age of book-burning began 
in- the: thirteenth century — with 
the Inquisition. 
irony otf history. that the 
themselves. the first to invoke the 
power .of that. dreaded. institution, 
Maimonides’s philosophical writings 
had aroused bitter: controversy in 
brance. Spain, and else where 
Eventually the anti-Maimonists. led by 
Solomon. of Montpellier and Jonah 
Gerondi, appealed to the Dominican 
Inquisitors: in Montpellier to destroy 
Maimonides’s “ heretical” works. The 
Inquisition: acco’dingly ordered al! 
copies of the Guide” and the Book 
of Knowledge to be confiscated and 
pubhcly burnt (Montpeth ier and Paris;
